) FRIENDS, God has been GOOD to preserve our lives 


through another week. Yet, I fear that some are taking 
the blessings of God too much for granted and are fail- 
ing to show proper gratitude. Let us be careful to always 
prove by the manner of our living that we appreciate 
the GOODNESS of God toward us. 


THE GOODNESS OF GOD 

Leads the sinner to repentance, Rom. 2:4. Yet there are 
those who feel that when a person weeps and reacts 
with godly sorrow for their sins, they are weak and simple. 
But that is not true! People are not cowards and weak- 
lings who come to the Lord Jesus with penitent hearts 
over their sinful lives. To the contrary, they are brave and 
wise—yes, wise unto SALVATION. If you are saved, thank 
God now and often that it was His GOODNESS that led 
you through the deep waters of repentance into “new- 
ness of life.” 

The goodness of God is imparted to those who surrender 
their lives to Him, “For he satisfieth the longing soul, and 
filleth the hungry soul with goodness.” Psa. 107:9. If you 
are spiritually empty and hungry, here is the mirror for 
you. “I brought you into a plentiful country, to eat the 
fruit thereof; and the GOODNESS thereof; but when 
ye entered, ye defiled my land and made mine heritage 
an abomination.” Jer. 2:7. Don’t find fault with God and 
the Church if you are not doing well, for “...no GOOD 
thing will he withhold from them that WALK UPRIGHT- 
LY.” What about it? WE are to reproduce the GOODNESS 
of God imparted to us. “The fruit of the Spirit is. . .GOOD- 
NESS.” It will be easy for those about us to recognize, as 
Paul said of the church at Rome, “Ye also are full of 
GOODNESS.” Let not God have to condemn us for spas- 
modic GOODNESS as He did Ephraim and Judah. 
Hosea 6:4. 

The GOODNESS of God is universal. Don’t understand 
me to be saying that every person or thing is filled with 
GOODNESS. What I am saying is look east, west, north, 
and south, up and down, in and out, and in and amongst 
what you see will be multiplied evidence and demonstra- 
tion of the GOODNESS of God. The Word of God purges 
our hearts of pessimism and replaces it with an optimistic 
spirit that the devil and God-hating, Christ-despising, 
Holy-Ghost-rejecting men and women can never suppress 
or discourage. 

GOOD is a product of God’s GOODNESS. All that 
God made He labeled “Good and Very Good.” Christ’s 
statement, “There is none good but one, that is God,” is 
further proof that He is the source of all GOODNESS. It 
could not mean as some teach, that there are no good men, 
for we read, “Joseph was a good man”; “Barnabas was 
a good man.” We, however, are not to be surprised at 
men who argue that there is “none good” and “despise 
those who are good,” 2 Tim. 3:3, but we are to keep in 
mind that “the steps of a GOOD man are ordered of the 
Lord,” and keep walking, running, leaping, and shouting 
our way until that time when we shall hear Jesus say, 
“Well done, thou GOOD and faithful servant ... enter thou 
into the joy of thy lord.” Matt. 25:21. 


CHRISTIAN AMENDMENT IN CONGRESS 


An amendment to the Constitution of the United States 
which would declare that this nation “recognizes the 
authority and law of Jesus Christ” has been introduced 
into the Senate by Senator Ralph E. Flanders (R.-Vt.) and 
into the House by Congressman Joseph R. Bryson 
(D.-S. C.). 

Senator Flanders said that he introduced the resolution 
(S.J.Res.29) at the request of numerous individuals 
who wrote to him following his address “Let’s Try God,” 
delivered in the Senate last fall. 

The “Congressional Record” gives the remarks which 
Congressman Bryson made in connection with introduc- 
ing the resolution (H.J.Res.156) in the House. A part 
of his speech follows: 
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“Mr. Speaker, I have risen to present a resolution that 
would embody a divine acknowledgement in the Federal 
Constitution. 

“In these days when we are calling on the Almighty for 
guidance and victory and peace, it behooves us to give 
Him the honor which is His due. 

“Our colonial forefathers did not hesitate to incorporate 
recognition of God and His blessings in their documents 
of state. These early documents recognized ‘the power 
that has made and preserved us a nation.’ Today 43 
out of the 48 state constitutions contain their divine 
acknowledgements. 

“But our Federal Constitution, declared by Gladstone 
to be ‘the most wonderful work ever struck off at any 
given time by the brain and purpose of man,’ is lacking 
in this respect. It fails to acknowledge the Author of 
our nation’s liberties.” 

The text of the proposed Amendment follows: 

“SECTION 1—This nation devoutly recognizes the au- 
thority and law of Jesus Christ, Saviour and Ruler of 
nations, through whom are bestowed the blessings of 
Almighty God. 

“SECTION 2—This amendment shall not be interpreted 
so as to result in the establishment of any particular 
ecclesiastical organization, or in the abridgment of the 
rights of religious freedom, or freedom of speech or press, 
or of peaceful assemblage. 

“SECTION 3—Congress shall have power, in such cases 
as it may deem proper, to provide a suitable oath or 
affirmation for citizens whose religious scruples prevent 
them from giving unqualified allegiance to the Constitu- 
tion as herein amended.” 

The Christian Amendment Movement, an interdenomin- 
ational organization, with headquarters at 914 Clay Street, 
Topeka, Kansas, is sponsoring this proposed legislation 
and is seeking the cooperation of all loyal Christian 
American citizens. 

They are asking you to write to their office for an 
envelope containing a letter and literature to be ad- 
dressed and mailed to your friends to inform them about 
the Movement. They offer to furnish as many of these 
“letters” as you can use. They also suggest that you 
drop a line to the two Congressmen who introduced the 
a Amendment Resolution to thank them for their 
action.

SPIRITUAL DEATH 


Where did SPIRITUAL DEATH originate? In the garden 
of Eden, evidently the grandest place man ever lived or 
Shall ever live until the NEW HEAVEN and NEW EARTH 
become a glorious reality. It is so pathetic to look at the 
tenants of palaces and mansions about us, who like Dives, 
are living in luxury and faring sumptuously every day, 
and yet to know that many of them are SPIRITUALLY 
DEAD and will have the samé sad experience that Dives 
—_ ed his physical death when they draw their last 

reath. 

Who were the first victims of SPIRITUAL DEATH? 
“And the Lord God commanded the man, saying, Of the 
tree of knowledge of good and evil, thou shalt not eat 
of it: for in the day that thou eatest thereof thou shalt 
surely die. And the man said, The woman whom thou 
gavest to be with me, she gave me of the tree, and I did 
eat. And the woman said, The serpent beguiled me, and 
I did eat. And unto Adam he (God) said, In the sweat 
of thy face shalt thou eat bread, till thou return unto 
the ground.” In these quotations we have two deaths pre- 
sented. First, SPIRITUAL DEATH. Last, physical death. 
The tragic thing about it is, not only was Adam and 
Eve affected by their sin, but the entire human family. 
Notice what Paul says, “The wages of SIN is DEATH. By 
one man SIN entered into the world, and DEATH by sin; 
and so DEATH passed upon all men, for that all have 
SINNED.” It is appointed unto man once to DIE. In the 
first two quotations we have again both SPIRITUAL and 
PHYSICAL DEATH. In the last we have the PHYSICAL 
DEATH only. 

Every human being is born spiritually dead. “Behold, I 
was shapen in iniquity; and in sin did my mother con-

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“That | May Impart Unto You Some Spiritual Gift” 


“For I long to see you, that I may 
impart unto you some spiritual gift, 
to the end that ye may be established; 
that is, that I may be comforted to- 
gether with you by the mutual faith 
both of you and me” (Rom. 1:11, 12). 

A careful analysis of the Greek 
word here translated “gift,” a care- 
ful analysis of the text, a careful 
analysis of the context, together with 
a comparison of other Scriptures and 
the general teaching of God’s Word, 
will make it clear to any thoughtful 
person that Paul was not referring to 
the impartation of one or more of the 
nine gifts of the Spirit recorded in 
1 Corinthians 12:8-10. Neither had he 
any reference to the imparting of one 
or more of the five gifts of ministry 
recorded in Ephesians 4:11. 

1. Analysis of the Greek word 
translated “gift.” The Greek word 
is “charisma.” It has different shades 
of meaning. Strong’s Analytical Con- 
cordance gives the following shades 
of meaning: grace, favour, kindness, 
gift. Weymouth’s translation of the 
New Testament in modern speech 
reads as follows: “For I am longing 
to see you in order to convey to you 
some spiritual help, so that you may 
be strengthened; in other words, that 
while I am among you we may be 
mutually encouraged by one anoth- 
er’s faith, yours and mine.” The word 
“help” in this text would seem to 
convey the clear meaning implied in 
the context. 

2. Analysis of the text. Paul desires 
to visit them and impart unto them 
some spiritual grace, favour, kindness, 
gift or help, to the intent that they 
might be established. The 12th verse 
makes it clear that this was to be a 
mutual sharing between the apostle 
Paul and the congregation at Rome, 
so that whatever Paul imparted to 
them by way of grace, favour, kind- 
ness, help or gift, they in turn were 
to impart the same to Paul. It was 
to be mutual, as clearly stated in the 
text. Verse 7 in the first chapter of 
Romans, clearly states that this 
epistle was addressed to “all the saints 
which be at Rome,” not to an individ- 
ual, so that all the saints shared 
equally in this impartation. It would 
be absurd to think that Paul had in 
mind that.he was going to impart to 
all the saints a gift of the Spirit or a 
gift of ministry. Paul without ques- 
tion, exercised the ministry gifts of 
apostle, prophet, evangelist, pastor 
and teacher. That is made crystal 
clear in the Word of God. Further, it 
is clearly implied that Paul exer- 
cised all of the nine gifts of the Spirit 
as recorded in 1 Corinthians 12:8-10. 
Now it follows, logically, that since 
Paul was in possession of all of the 
gifts, and that whatever he imparted 
to all the saints at Rome was to be 
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mutual, and they in turn were to im- 
part the same to him, that it could 
not possibly be one or more of the 
nine gifts or one or more of the gifts 
of ministry, for the simple reason 
that Paul was go in possession of 
them, and they could not impart to 
him something he already had. Since 
this impartation was to be mutual, 
that they were to give to Paul what 
he gave to them, it is clear that it 
was not one of the nine gifts of the 
Spirit, or one of the five gifts of min- 
istry of Ephesians 4. 

The purpose of this impartation 
was to the end that all the saints at 
Rome might be established. The en- 
tire teaching of the Word of God is 
that saints are established by the 
grace of God and by truth and by 
the ministry of the Word of God, and 
not by the impartation of any one or 
more gifts of the Spirit. The gifts of 
the Spirit are not for the purpose of 
establishing the individual but for the 
purpose that the individual might 
minister to others. The 15th verse of 
the first chapter of Romans shows us 
the nature of Paul’s ministry to them; 
namely, to preach the gospel to them 
that be at Rome. Further, on his visit 
to Rome, he preached the gospel. The 
saints were established in the truth 
but there is no inference that he 
imparted any one or more of the 
nine gifts of the Spirit recorded in 
1 Corinthians 12:8-10, or the ministry 
gifts of Ephesians 4:11. It could, 
therefore, be said without any fear 
of successful contradiction, that the 
above text had no reference to the 
imparting of any one or more of the 
nine gifts of the Spirit or to any one 
or more of the five gifts of ministry; 
but it was to minister the Word of 
God in a helpful way that they might 
be established in the faith and that 
there might be mutual fellowship and 
co-operation between the apostle and 
the congregation at Rome. This is in 
harmony with the entire teaching of 
God’s Word. 

If you were to read “gifts” into the 
above text, and have in mind the gifts 
of the Spirit or the gifts of ministry, it 
would not make sense; but, if you 
use the word “help” in this text, 
which is permissible and which Wey- 
mouth has used, then the whole thing 
is clear, and it is in harmony with 
the context and the entire teaching 
of God’s Word. 

If further proof is necessary, may 
I call your attention to Romans 16: 
25, which reads as follows: “Now to 
him that is of power to stablish you 
according to my gospel, and the 
preaching of Jesus Christ, according 
to the revelation of the mystery, 
which was kept secret since the world 
began.” Paul desired to impart spir- 
itual help in order that these saints 


at Rome might be established. This 
text clearly shows Paul’s conception of 
how saints are established, namely, 
the preaching of the gospel regarding 
the Lord Jesus Christ, which he re- 
ceived directly from God by revela- 
tion. This is the way saints are al- 
ways established. Paul did not close 
his epistle without making it clear 
what he had in mind when he said, 
“TI desire to impart unto you some 
Spiritual gift,” or, literal rendering, 
“some spiritual help, in order that 
you might be established (or, stab- 
lished) .” This clearly states how peo- 
ple are established; namely, by the 
preaching of the Word of God. 

Now, I think everyone would agree, 
or should agree, that if we could find 
something in God’s Word that would 
state what Paul did when he went to 
Rome—that is, whether he imparted 
gifts by the imposition of hands ac- 
companied by prophetic utterance, in 
order to establish and give spiritual 
help; or whether he established them 
and helped them spiritually by 
preaching and teaching—the matter 
would be settled once and for all. With 
that clearly in mind, we turn to the 
record of Paul’s ministry at Rome, 
recorded in Acts 28:30, 31, which reads 
as follows, “And Paul dwelt two whole 
years in his own hired house, and 
received all that came in unto him, 
preaching the kingdom of God, and 
teaching those things which concern 
the Lord Jesus Christ, with all con- 
fidence, no one forbidding him.” By 
so doing, all the saints at Rome re- 
ceived spiritual help and were estab- 
lished. This is in harmony with what 
Paul did, not only at Rome, but at 
every other place he visited; and is 
also in harmony with what all the 
other apostles did. Truth harmonizes!

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UNITY

The word “unity” means “the state 
of being one, oneness, concord, agree- 
ment, uniformity.” Strong’s Exhaus- 
tive Concordance declares unity to be 
ONENESS. Jesus prayed in John 17:20, 
21, “Neither pray I for these alone, but 
for them also which shall believe on 
me through their word; that they all 
may be one; as thou, Father, art in 
me, and I in thee, that they also 
may be one in us: that the world may 
believe that thou hast sent me.” 

We see, then, that Jesus taught 
unity, or oneness, so we, as disciples of 
His, might have influence in a cold 
and formal world. He wants us to be 
one so the world can believe that He 
is the sent Christ. If we cannot have 
unity, then we cannot sell our doctrine 
to our neighbors. If we do not believe 
alike, be alike, look alike, talk alike, 
teach alike, act alike, how then do we 
ever hope to convince a sinner that 
we are happy in Jesus? In John 13:35, 
Jesus says, “By this shall all men 
know that ye are my disciples, if ye 
have love one to another.” Without 
unity it is just next to impossible to 
have our badge of discipleship shin- 
ing, which is “love one to another.” 
David said, in Psalm 133:1, “Behold, 
how good and how pleasant it is for 
brethren to dwell together in unity.” 
He could have said, “Oh, how terrible 
and unpleasant it is for brethren to 
dwell together in broken unity or 
without unity.” 

Paul teaches unity in Eph. 4:1b, 
2, 3, “Walk worthy of the vocation 
wherewith ye are called, with all low- 
liness and meekness, with long- 
suffering, forbearing one another in 
love; endeavoring to keep the unity 
of the Spirit in the bond of peace.” 
Eph. 4:14a, “That we henceforth be 
no more children tossed to and fro, 
and carried about with every wind of 
doctrine.” We know the Bible teaches 
central government. That is why we, 
as ministers and the Church of God, 
should endeavor to keep the unity and 
oneness in God’s great church. Eph. 
5:10, 11, “Proving what is acceptable 
unto the Lord. And have no tellow- 
ship with the unfruitful works bf 
darkness, but rather reprove them.” 
We can’t prove what is acceptable if 
we cannot tell the acceptable from the 
unacceptable. By reproving the shady 
acts and ungodly works of the devil, 
and having no part with them, we 
can prove what is acceptable. Glory 
to God, if anyone is interested in a 
greater Church of God, I am. But if 
we are so interested in number that 
we are to cut corners, let us stay 
small and clean and have love and 
unity. 

Matt. 19:5, 6a, “For this cause shall 
a man leave father and mother, and 
Shall cleave to his wife: and they 
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twain shall be one flesh. Wherefore 
they are no more twain, but one 
flesh.” Compare Rom. 7:4b, “That ye 
should be married to another even to 
him who is raised from the dead,” 
meaning we are married to Jesus and 
so becoming a part of His precious 
body. Then, why should we have 
anything less than unity and love, so 
we can be convincing to the world, 
that we are in the body of Christ. 

One meaning of unity is “uniform- 
ity,” i.e., conformity to a pattern or 
rule; resemblance, i.e., producing the 
same kind. That is a good type for us 
who are Church of God members. 
Preachers, let us be sure one coming 
into the great Church of God gets 
enough of our Minutes to understand 
what we teach; then we won’t have 
to turn some out so soon. People want 
us to be exact and plain. Praise God, 
let’s take them in just as we would if 
we were going to pastor that church 
all our lives. Don’t take members in 
Slipshod, thinking, “I will soon be 
gone, and I want to make a great 
show.” 

In our Minutes, page 219, under 
“Church of God Teachings,” Articles 
22 and 23, we teach that we just will 
not put up with our members drink- 
ing strong drink and using tobacco, 
and if any of them are guilty of the 
same and won’t repent, they are 
dealt with in the church. Then, in 


our Minutes, listed under “Members— 
Requirements,” etc., page 226, it reads 
in part like this, “That the bobbing 
of hair of our female members be dis- 
continued, but that mercy be shown 
those who already have their hair 
bobbed; but if, after sufficient warn- 
ing, they disregard the advice given, 
they should be dealt with in the 
Church of God. Is age to be considered 
as to our members having bobbed 
hair? Answer: If they are mature 
enough to become members of the 
church, they should be required to 
conform to its ruling and teachings 
on this matter.” Praise God, we, be- 
yond any doubt, have the best gov- 
ernment and Bible teachings in the 
world in the Church of God. Let us 
not let our good Bible teachings just 
be some hidden writings, but let us 
stand in unity on all of our teachings. 
People who won’t line up with our 
teachings are disloyal, for they prom- 
ised to abide by the Church govern- 
ment (if they were brought in right). 
We need a good uniform method for 
all of us to use in receiving members 
into the Church; then, we should be 
loyal and use them. If all would use 
the same pattern, that would be a 


good step in unity. All of our teach- 


ings are Bible. Let’s not try to make 
our Bible and church teachings fit 
the people; let’s try to get the people 
to fit the Bible and Church teachings. 
(I know people who do not believe in 
government do not like this, but 
Church of God members who are 
taught right love our government.)

Most intelligent people, especially 
those claiming the analytical minds of 
scientists and philosophers, seek ulti- 
mate truth. However, in their search 
for it, they overlook the real issue in 
the form of 2 gentry by Pontius Pilate, 
who asked, “ at is truth?” 

Many churchgoers today believe 
that an air castle of eternal life, built 
upon a corporeal foundation of church 
membership, is a dependable spiritual 
situation. Never do they stop to ques- 
tion the validity of their persuasion. 
They give no thought to the very 
thing they have accepted as_ their 
guidon. The fact exists that such per- 
sons have been grossly deceived by 
placing themselves in an intermediate 
_—— state which could be neither 
the habitation of the Christian nor 
sinner. Neutrality does not exist for 
man in the sight of God. It. seems that 
churches everywhere are in dire need 
of a deterrent gospel, as was intre- 

idly preached without compromise in 
he early epochs of the church. 

Salvation is not a probability em- 
braced by a huge question mark, but 
it is a certainty in the life of the be- 
liever. The Christian knows that he 
has passed from death unto life. This 
knowledge is not acquired through the 
medium of human reason, logic, or 
some other intellectual process. The 
spice of the intellectual and_ philo- 
sophic wit have, since the days of 
Bacon, declared that truth is certain 
and can be obtained through reason. 
However, such methods of mortal dis- 
covery are not able to penetrate the 
vast array of spiritual knowledge and 
enlightenment that God alone can 
impart. James 1:5 says, “If any of you 
lack wisdom, let him ask of God, that 
giveth to all men liberally.” Divine 
revelation is the only recourse 
through which doubt can be dispelled 
and replaced by the love of God. 

Job 19:25 says, “For I know that my 
Redeemer liveth.” Dear reader, you 
too can have an intimate relationship 
and communion with Christ.

We were very proud of the job, but in 
a very short while it was streaked 
and had to be done over. It reminds 
me of a woman who was in the coils 
of the law, a poor, wretched woman, 
tainted with sin. The years had taken 
their toll, but she had tried vainly to 
erase the work of time by camou- 
flage, namely, cosmetics, and had 
made a botch of the job, for in her 
fervent plea for clemency she had 
turned on the tears, and said tears, 
in winding their way down her cheeks, 
had left furrows through the great 
gobs of rouge, and the mascara from 
her lashes had aided in completing the 
job of revealing the real woman be- 
neath; and instead of striking a chord 
of sympathy in the heart of the judge, 





she presented a comical appearance. 

The world today wants a religion 
that does not interfere with their lives. 
They want something that will give 
them an excuse, so they turn to some 
traitor who professes to be a man of 
God, but is an enemy of the cross of 
Christ. Jer. 6:13 reads, “... Every one 
is given to covetousness; and from 
the prophet even unto the priest 
every one dealeth falsely’—they will 
preach an easy doctrine to gain the 
multitudes, not for the sake of the 
eternal soul, but for personal gain. 
2 Timothy 4:3 speaks of this pleasure- 
mad age, when the altar rail is a 
thing of the past. In its place the 
handshake is about all the repent- 
ance some preachers know. 


_On the great judgment day you will 
find that the whitewash is all gone, 
and you will stand there without an 
excuse. God’s great spotlight will be 
focused on your soul, and all deeds 
and motives for same will be made 
manifest. Only that which is real will 
be able to stand in that day. Do not 
be motivated by the hope of personal 
gain when you do anything, regard- 
less of what it may be. We are prone 
to look at the pay. even of a church, 
how many hams they will bring, and 
how much the people will do for the 
preacher. That should never enter the 
mind of a man that God has called 
into the ministry, for God has told 
us in His Word that He would never 
leave nor forsake us, and that Word 
is just as real today as it has ever 
been. Our main thought should be, 
“How well can I serve God through 
service to my fellow man?” I have 
heard preachers say, “I cannot take 
that small church, as it would be a 
come-down for me.” Jesus left the 
glories of heaven to come to this world 
of sin, not to live in a palace with all 
the modern electrical devices to light- 
en housework and — enjoyment 
for all. Rather, He took upon Himself 
the form of a servant and made His 
home among the lowest. (Luke 4:18.) 


Then, among the laity you can find 
plenty to take the positions that will 
put them in the spotlight, but not so 
very many to be the janitor; and just 
try to get a twenty-four-hour prayer 
chain started for the salvation of lost 
souls during a revival, and see how 
hard it is to get anyone to take the 
wee small hours. Real tested paint 
stands the test of time, as it has the 
basic ingredients that make up the 
real thing. Down in Florida, one of the 
paint companies has a testing ground 
where different paints are tested by 
painting them on boards and expos- 
ing them to the hot semitropical sun 
and rain for years. 

Friends, if we have the real thing 
in our hearts, none of the temptations 
will ever be able to ensnare us (1 Cor. 
10:13). If we will be motivated only 
by a desire to serve God and to find 
favor in His sight, we shall surely 
stand. God spoke to Philip and said, 
“Go down to Gaza which is desert.” 


Without a question, Philip went and- 


had a revival wherein every sinner 
was converted. He did not have white- 
washed religion, but the kind that is 
known as BLOOD-WASHED. Will 
yours stand? Be sure you are right.

HAITI 
429 Added to Church 


Port-au-Prince, Haiti 
Dear Friends: 

February has been an outstanding 
month for Haiti. It was convention 
month! We were especially blessed 
this year by an outstanding group of 
ministers; namely, Reverend James 
Reesor, who conducted a week’s heal- 
ing campaign at Cayes where 275 were 
converted; Sister Swiger, instructor of 
Missions at Lee College; Reverend 
Henry C. Stoppe, our West Indies Over- 
seer; Reverends Raymond Richey and 
W. Ogilvie, who conducted several 
healing services; and last, but far from 
least, Brother Johnnie Owens—our 
home missionary. All of these visitors 
added much to the spirit of the con- 
vention with their fine messages and 
songs. 

We wish all of you could have been 
present at the Port-au-Prince con- 
vention the 18th. Forty-nine couples 
were married in one morning cere- 
mony, and two other couples married 
in the afternoon, making a total of 51 
marriages in one day. Two of the 
grooms were ex-voodoo priests who 
have been. delivered from their devil 
worship and made sons of God. Praise 
the Lord! Some couples had no other 
wedding garments other than the 
clothes which you sent in boxes to the 
mission; thus, you helped make it 
possible for them to get married. Most 
of these people have been living to- 
gether for several years, but had never 
been legally married. This is a very 
common situation in Haiti. Just now 
we are putting forth special efforts to 
encourage new converts who are al- 
ready living together to get married as 
quickly as possible so that they might 
become members of the Church of 
God. During the month of February, 
we had 429 new members added to 
the Church. 

We feel that God has great things 
in store for the Church of God in 
Haiti. Keep praying for the work, as 
Satan is literally walking about looking

for those whom he may devour. 

Recently a large number of people 
have disappeared and others have 
barely escaped being taken. Some 
bodies have been found mutilated, as 
if parts of the body had been used in 
voodoo sacrifices. Others have never 
been seen since their disappearance. 
Strange stories are being told every 
day, and the people declare to us 
that men have sold themselves to Sa- 
tan to get souls for him. We have 
heard another story of a Christian 
who was captured and attempts were 
made to kill him, but as he kept 
pleading the blood of Christ and 
praying, the captors were not able to 
harm him. 

While Sister Swiger was here Broth- 
er Lacombe arranged for us to visit 
several voodoo temples. Strange draw- 
ings on the walls represented the 
various spirits. that are worshipped. 
We saw the stone jars through which 
the voices of the spirits speak- during 
ceremonies. (Space will not permit our 
telling all the weird things we saw 
and heard that day. If you will write 
or ask Sister Swiger about our visit, 
she will be able to tell you many 
things.) We were greatly impressed 
with Brother Lacombe’s witnessing to 
each voodoo priest. We were reminded 
of Paul’s boldness in declaring the 
gospel of Christ to all people. 

Again let us say, Pray for us, write 
to us, and continue to support mis- 
sions with all your heart, for your ef- 
forts toward missions will pay eternal 
dividends.—Your missionaries in Haiti,

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Scriptural Fasting 


By DR. THOMAS E. POOL, in The Free Methodist 


Fasting is rarely mentioned, except 
incidentally, in the modern churches. 


In describing the conditions that 
would be found on the earth at the 
time of the second coming of Christ, 
the Holy Spirit, through Luke, says, 
“And as it was in the time of Noe, 
so shall it be also in the days of the 
Son of man. They did eat... .” “Like- 
wise also as it was in the days of Lot. 
They did eat,...” 

Fasting was unknown in those days, 
and we are to have conditions, when 
He comes to get His church, “as it 
was in the days” of Noah and Lot. 

One of the signs of His imminent 
return is eating, satisfying the physi- 
cal appetite, instead of fasting and 
prayer for a blind and dead world 
hastening to the precipice of eternity. 

The teaching today in almost every 
church about fasting is, “Fast when 
the Lord lays it on you.” Does God 
carry on His work in such an indefin- 
ite and haphazard way? Do we do 
other things, such as paying the 
grocery bill, or going to our daily task, 
just only when “the Lord lays it on 
us” 


Ezra, when returning from captivity, 
with a large group of people and much 
wealth found himself in an emer- 
gency. Ahead was the unbroken wil- 
derness, infested with robbers. What 
could he do? His testimony to the 
king about the mighty God he served 
made it impossible for him to ask 
for soldiers. He called a three-day fast, 
and God heard their cry and protect- 
ed them. 

Nineveh, facing God’s judgments, 
proclaimed a fast by command of the 
king, who said, “Let neither man nor 
beast, herd nor flock, taste anything; 
let them not feed or drink water.” God 
spared the city for some hundreds of 
years in answer to their fasting and 
prayers. 

History teaches that both nations 
and individuals have fasted when 
threatened with disaster or judgment; 
but has God left us to fast under or- 
dinary and everyday conditions? 

All the doctrines of the New Testa- 
ment church are found in the types 
of the Old Testament. 

The atonement, justification, sanc- 
tification, and all other doctrines of 
the church in the church age are 
clearly found in the sacrifices and 
annual feasts of the Hebrew nation, 
during the centuries preceding the 
coming of the Messiah. 

Was fasting as clearly commanded 
in any of the national feasts as the 
sacrifices (atonement) were? 

If fasting was enjoined definitely 
and regularly on the Hebrews, then 
the church today is failing to live up 
to the standard set forth in the types. 

The Great Day of Atonement, one 
of the annual feasts of the Hebrews, 
was a day of national humiliation. 
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On that day the people went with 
bare feet and abstained from all food 
and drink. Any Hebrew who would 
only “fast when God laid it on him” 
would be cut off from among his 
people. 

In Leviticus 16:31 and 23:29, we 
have a portion of the Hebrew law 
dealing with this great national feast. 
“It shall be a sabbath of rest unto 
you, and ye shall afflict your souls by 
a statute forever.” “For whatsoever 
soul it be that shall not be afflicted in 
that same day, he shall be cut off 
from among his people.” “Afflict” re- 
fers to fasting. 

This annual festival was sometimes 
spoken of as “the fast.” Paul, when 
a prisoner, on his way to Rome (Acts 
27:9), spoke of “the fast.” Adam 
Clarke says of this Scripture, “It is 
generally allowed that the fast men- 
tioned here was the Great Day of 
Atonement.” 

Fasting is definitely established in 
the types, and should be found in the 
antitype. 

The Great Day of Atonement was 
the day when the great high priest 
went, alone, into the Most Holy Place 
with the blood of the sacrifice, which 
he sprinkled seven times before the 
mercy seat, and it was as regularly 
celebrated as the Feast of the Pass- 
over. 

The New Testament church fasted 
much in the day when she enjoyed the 
most intimate relations with the Holy 
Ghost. 

In Acts 13 we read, “As they min- 
istered to the Lord, and fasted, the 
Holy Spirit said, Separate me Barna- 
bas and Saul for the work whereunto 
I have called them.” Then, after they 
had done this, apparently at a later 
date, this record is given, “And when 
they had fasted and prayed, and laid 
their hands on them, they sent them 
away.” In Matthew 17:21 Jesus tells 
His disciples that their failure to cast 
out certain demons was due to their 
lack of prayer and fasting. 

That Jesus expected His followers 
to fast there can be no question. In 
teaching them concerning fasting He 
says, “But thou, when thou fastest,” 
showing that He expected them to 
fast. At another time, He says, “Then 
shall they fast.” 

Dr. J. G. Morrison, who has, prob- 
ably, studied the lives of all the out- 
standing saints of the Christian era 
as much as any other man, says, 
“Every great leader who has moved his 
age mightily for God was a faster.” 


Martin Luther was a regular week- 
ly faster, and God used him to lift the 
curtain of night that had hung over 
the world during the “Dark Ages.” 
Luther is criticized for fasting too 
rigorously, to the probable injury of 
his health, but he moved the world 
toward God and is still blessing the 


world of today. 

John Knox fasted regularly, and 
history tells us that “Bloody Mary,” 
queen of Scotland, said that she 
feared the prayers of Knox more than 
the army of England. Knox prevailed 
with God. Mary’s wicked head came 
down to the block, and Scotland was 
saved from the awful blight of Ca- 
tholicism. 

John Wesley fasted two days each 
week. The church which God used 
him to raise up also had two weekly 
fast days in her early history, when 
She was on fire for God and a suc- 
cessful winner of souls. John Wesley 
says in a sermon as follows: “While 
we were at Oxford, the rule of every 
Methodist was (unless in case of sick- 
ness) to fast every Wednesday and 
Friday in the year, in imitation of the 
primitive church, for which they had 
the highest respect.” Again Wesley 
says, “The man that never fasts is 
no more in the way to heaven than 
the man that never prays. Epiphanius, 
an ancient writer (quoted by Wesley 
in a sermon), says, “Who does not 
know that the fast of the fourth and 
sixth days of the week (Wednesday 
and Friday) are observed by the 
Christians throughout the world?” 

The martyrs, Latimer, Ridley, and 
Crammer, are among the number who 
were regular fasters. 

“Charles G. Finney, probably the 
greatest soul-winner since the apostle 
Paul, fasted regularly each week. He 
declares that when he detected a 
diminution of the Spirit’s presence in 
and through him, he would fast three 
days and three nights, not tasting 
food or water, and as a result he would 
see the revival power restored and 
many turn to God. 

In early colonial days, Jonathan 
Edwards was a regular faster. It was 
under his ministry that sinners would 
seize the pillars of the church and 
backs of the seats under the mighty 
conviction of the Spirit, feeling that 
a were in danger of dropping into 

ell. 

Sammy Morris was a regular week- 
ly faster, and who can read the life 
of this Spirit-filled African without 
being blessed? 

‘The late Rev. Seth C. Rees, a suc- 

cessful soul-winner, probably never 
attempted to hold a revival without 
appointing one or more days of fast- 
ing. 
Is it not a fact that, in the last 
twenty-five years, the decline in real 
old-time revivals and the increase in 
worldliness in the churches is in 
about the proportion that fasting has 
been neglected? 

If it is true that every outstanding 
soul-winner in the last nineteen hun- 
dred years was a regular weekly fast- 
er, and it cannot be successfully de- 
nied, might it not be profitable for 
us, in this day of spiritual dearth, to 
practice this scriptural example? 

Emergencies and impending disas- 
ters.drive us to fast and seek God; 
why not seek Him regularly, for are we 
not in a terrible spiritual famine?

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Sanctification 


In the Scriptures, sinners are ex- 
horted to cleanse their hands, to re- 
pent of their sins, and to believe the 
gospel, while believers are exhorted to 
purify their hearts, and to cleanse 
themselves from all “filthiness of the 
flesh and spirit, perfecting holiness in 
the fear of the Lord,” James 1:8; 
2 Cor. 7:1, and there is a very definite 
reason for this twofold character of 
grace in the redemption of the be- 
liever as we set out to prove. 

Many people do not understand the 
true nature of salvation because they 
do not understand the true nature of 
sin. Defective views of sin lead to 
“incorrect views of salvation.” What 
we think of the salvation of Jesus 
Christ depends quite largely on our 
view of sin, which made it necessary. 
Sin has many aspects, but there are 
two primary forms in which it “exists” 
—first, as an evil in man, and, second, 
as an evil done by man. We can form 
no adequate conception of its nature, 
or of the remedy God has provided, 
unless we look at it from these two 
points of view. One is a sinful state, 
the other a sinful practice. A sinful 
state implies a corrupt nature bending 
to evil, a heart “alienated” from God 
and opposed to holiness, A sinful prac- 
tice is the transgression of the law. 
But a state of sinfulness exists before 
we begin to practice sin. It has been 
said, “Man is not a sinner because he 
does evil; he does evil because he is 
a sinner.” 

Train a child as you may, but evil 
will come out of him if it is in him. 
Then, behind the doing of sin lies the 
being of sin, and it is only by removing 
the cause that the effect will cease. 

Jesus, speaking of a “fountain head 
of sin,” said: “For from within, out 
of the heart of men, proceed 
evil thoughts, adulteries, fornications, 
murders, thefts, covetousness, wicked- 
ness, deceit, lasciviousness, an evil eye, 
blasphemy, pride, foolishness: all 
these evil things come from within 
and defile the man,” St. Mark 7:21-23. 
Also, in St. Luke 6:45, He says, “A good 
man out of the good treasure of his 
heart bringeth forth that which is 
good; and an evil man out of the 
evil treasure of his heart bringeth 
forth that which is evil: for of the 
abundance of the heart the mouth 
speaketh.” 

It is because sin exists in this two- 
fold character, as an act and a state, 
that salvation assumes a twofold as- 
pect. For one’s guilt there is forgive- 
ness, and for inbred sin, or depravity, 
there is cleansing, but forgiveness 
can only extend to “actual transgres- 
sion.” Depravity is a state of the heart 
which one inherited from one’s first 
parents in the fall. It is not actual 
sin but is the fountain from which 
actual sin flows. It is the bitter root 
of which actual sins are the fruit. It 
is deeper in our nature than just 
wrong doing. In regeneration our ac- 
tual transgressions are forgiven, and 
sin is subdued and conquered, but it 
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is not destroyed. The fortress of a 
man’s soul has been won for the Lord, 
but within its garrison some traitors 
lurk, maimed and crippled, but not 
“dead.” 

The disease is modified, but it is not 
“eradicated.” The bud may be nipped, 
some branches cut off, but the ROOT 
is not moved, or taken out. Inbred sin 
is suspended, held in check, repressed; 
but it is not fully expelled from the 
soul. It does not reign, but it exists. 
Tendencies to sin are controlled, but 
they are not eradicated, that is, they 
are controlled in a measure. George 
Fox, the founder of the Friends 
church, over one hundred years ago, 
says, “I knew—Jesus. He was precious 
to my soul, but at times there was 
something in me that would not keep 
sweet, kind, etc. I tried to keep it 
down but it was there. I sought Jesus, 
and He came and took away all that 
would not be kind, sweet, etc., and 
shut the door.” 


Therefore it is not enough to just 
modify, or suspend, check, or repress 
a disease; the core of the trouble 
should be moved. Likewise, the core, 
or the “root” of sin should be moved, 
and can be. In 1 John 1:9, we read, 
“If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins (guilt), 
and to cleanse us from all unright- 
eousness (inbred).” This act of 
“cleansing” is the work of sanctifica- 
tion; the agent of cleansing is the 
Holy Ghost; the state of being 
cleansed is holiness. Thus holiness of 
heart and life is conditioned on a 
second work of grace. 

I read also in 1 Cor. 1:30: “But of 
him are ye in Christ Jesus, who of 
God is made unto us wisdom, and 
righteousness and sanctification, and 
redemption.” To this I agree. Note: 
Christ is, indeed, made all things 
needful to the “believer,” but, in 
reality, He becomes such in actual 
EXPERIENCE only as we appropriate 
Him for ourselves. “Ask, and ye shall 
receive.’"—From THE CHURCH OF 
GOD NEWS BIRD of Arkansas.

ceive me.” David. Then, Paul explains it in these words, 
“For if by one man’s offence DEATH reigned by one, 
much more they which receive abundance of grace and of 
the gift of righteousness shall reign in life by one, Jesus 
Christ.” David only made an admission of sin—the cause 
of SPIRITUAL and PHYSICAL DEATH. But Paul shows 
our way of escape. He further explains that our freedom 
from DEATH-DEALING SIN is DEATH TO SIN. “Knowing 
this, that our old man is crucified with him, that the 
body of SIN might be destroyed, that henceforth we 
should not serve SIN. For he that is DEAD is freed from 
SIN.” In other words, if you are not DEAD to SIN, you are 


DEAD SPIRITUALLY. 


The last SPIRITUAL DEATH is known as the SECOND 


DEATH, a term used to differentiate between the 
PHYSICAL DEATH and the last and final phase of SPIR- 
ITUAL DEATH, which simply means the eternal separa- 
tion of the SOUL from God and all possibilities ‘of SAL- 
VATION. Here is the Biblical description of the SECOND 
DEATH: “The sea gave up the dead which were in it; 
and death and hell delivered up the dead which were in 
them: and death and hell were cast into the lake of fire.
